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87. (New) The network node of claim 86, wherein the means for modifying the 
at least one entry marks up the at least one entry by negotiating a price between the 
supplier and agent and marks up the price by using one of a percentage and an amount 
for the agent to derive revenue from the at least one entry. 

88. (New) The network node of claim 86, wherein the means for modifying the 
at least one entry marks up the at least one entry by increasing the supplier provided 
price to be one of equal and less than other entries in the results. 



Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner consider the Amendment prior 
to examination of the application. By this Amendment, Applicants have amended 
claims 40 and 41 to provide proper antecedent basis for an element in each of the 
claims. Also, new claims 59-88 have been added and find full support in the 
specification as-filed.
